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Vlilih all the credible and official evidence proving that Oswald was not at that 

window firing those sitots and could not have been and all of that credible, official 

evidence also disproving the entirely conjectured time he left that building and 

allegedly got to the scene of the Tippit killing, Posner wiped that problnfl for his 

book out with his usual phonying up a case by omi&sion and by just plain lying. 

As he twisted the truth about what xt obert Mac^eil and Carolyn Arnold said that is 

importanVtoTin placing Oswald on the first and not the sixth floor, Posner omits what 

the Secret Service itself said confirmed some of what Oswald said. 

One of the strangest aspects of the "investigation" that troubled neither the 

Commission nor Posner is that with Oswald the only suspect in the assassination, when 
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the police and various federal agents questioned him net-one had any tape recorder 

and not a single page of any of the notes the many questioners made exists. The purpose 

of the questioning was to get him to confess 1 ^ Wanting a confession, nat urally the last 

thing the police or the federal agents wanted was to have the confession in his own voice. 

So, they not only had no tape recorder at any of the 14 hours of their questioning, they 

also saw to it that all their notes were memory-holed. 

However, they did type and file reports. What we can know from the official evi- 

dence is limited to what was not omitted from those reports. Prom idse^kimpiness ot^fehase 
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rep&ets most of those many lioufs with Oswald were passed in silence, there is that little 
in them. 

Carefully as Posner manages to misrepresdnt it, those reports prove that on several 

vital elements of the evidence Oswald did say HhktxixxEXBulpatmgg,-. what proves he could 
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not have been the assassin. One of these elements of evience ii where Oswald was and when 
he was there. He told his interrogators what he could not have known if he had not been 
there to see it or to participate in it. 

One of the first of the .^ecret Service records to he made available at the National 

Archives , one that Posner mikes no mention of , does confirm what Qswald did say that 

disproves the conjectured timing and also places Oswald on the first floor at a time that 
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destroys the official and Posner cases against him. MS In the Commission^ files 
it is in Ho. ?54. Here is how it begins:

Lee Harvey Oswald in the first interview subsequent to his arrest, stated that 
as he was leaving the Texas School Book Depository Building, two men (one with 
a crew cut) had intercepted him at the front door; identified themselves as 
Secret. Service Agents and asked fox’ the location of a telephone. 

After reporting on another investigation this is resumed on the second page: 



On 1-29-64 Mr. Pierce Allman was Interviewed at his office in the WFAA T-V 
building where he is employed as Program Director® Mr. Allman is described . 
as a white male, 5 'G’ ; l4o, brawn hair, crew cut, brown eyes, about 35® Mr. 
Allman was interviewed relative to activities immediately subsequent to the 
Gosanolnation.

Mr. Allman then stated that lie ran full speed into the Texas School Book De- 
pository Building with intention of locating a phone and calling his television 
station WFAA, Mr. Allman stated that after lie had entered the front door of 
the building, lie had emerged into a hnllvuy and there he met a white male whom 
'lie could not further identify. He asked this white male for the location of a 
telephone. Mr. Allmo.n stated that he did not identify liimoelf to tills person; 
stated further tliat lie was extremely excited at the time and that he could not 
remember anything about the person except- for the fact tliat he was a white male® 
Mr. Allman lias seen pictures of Lee Harvey Oswald and could not positively 
state whether or not ho is the one of whom he inquired. Mr. Allman stated that 
the person pointed out a phone to him which was located in an open area on the 
first floor of the Texas School Book Depository; tliat he immediately went to 
the telephone and stayed at tills position for approximately 25 minutes talking 
to his office. Mr. Allman stated tliat he ' was accompanied by a fellow worker, 
Terry Ford. 

During the above interview it was noted tliat Mr. Allman carries Ills press pass 
in a leather’ case similar to cases carried by Federal agents and police officers.
